MATH 

DEPARTMENT 

The  Math  department,  headed  by  Mr.  W.  Scott,  is 
the  second  largest  and  probably  the  most  widely  used 
department  in  the  school.  General  maths  are  offered  in 
both  four  and  five  year  courses  from  grades  nine  to 
twelve.  An  enrichment  course  is  also  offered.  In  grade 
thirteen,  the  subject  branches  out  into  the  three  exten- 
sive study  areas  of  calculus,  functions  and  relations,  and 
advanced  algebra.  Computer  science  is  offered  in 
grade  eleven  as  well  as  the  regular  course.  The  depart- 
ment is  now  preparing  for  another  new  mathematical 
system  which  is  expected  to  be  in  full  swing  by  1979.

TECHNICAL
